Favorable consideration of the 


Huber resolution calling upon 
the 


congress and president of the U. S. 
to recognize the Irish Republic is 
expected in the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture. The bill trill promptly be re- 
ported back to the house for con- 
curranec either today or tomorrow. 
It will probably be on the calendar 
for consideration either on Saturday 
or Monday. The resolution has al- 
ready passed the senate. If concur- 
red in oy the assembly copies of it 
will be immediately sent to presi- 
dent and to members of congress 
from this state. 


A picture of atrocities in Ireland 


was painted by Frank .Dempsey, 
Lord Mayor of Mallow, County of 
Cork, who recently arrived in this 
country. He depreciated the insinu- 
ation that this was a religious ques- 
tion and pointed out that the people 
of Ireland regardless 
of religious 


affiliation were for the republic. 


"Ireland is asking recognition," 


said Mayor Dcmpscy, "from 
the 


greatest country in the world on the 
basis of justice and justice alone. 
In 1918 when Ireland got its first 
chance to express its sentiment it 
was by over 80 per cent of the Re- 
public. 


"In the Great War she did more 


;han any other country of its size. 
She fought for 
democracy. 
Now 


she wants it,

American Constitutional League, in

noon. He went on to say: 


"When Lenine and Trotzky called 


the convention of .the proletariat in 
Moscow, Russia, they knew 
just 


what parties in the United States 
they would rely upon to rise with' 
them in overthrowing ' established 
institutions. 
They invited the so- 


cialists, who are followers of Debs, 
the communists, and the I. W. W.'s 
all of whom sent representatives to 
the convention, known as the third 
international. 
The representatives 


from these three parties all openly 
ratified the Moscow manifesto, 
an 


agreement to rise and seize the in- 
dustries of the country. 


"Debs and his followers, who by 


their preaching, retarded prepared- 
ness in the United States, when we 
were on the brink of a disastrous 
war, are partly responsible for the 
lives of our boys who fought and 
died over there. 
r-The great danger in the present 


situation is the fact that the so- 
cialists, communists, and I. W. W.'s 
are injecting their poison in 
the 


period of post-war phychology, when 
workmen are harassed 
by

dropping, food shortage, and coal 
shortage."

Roger Babson Tells Business Men of Country to Get Busy 


On Taxation Matters. 


»-% OGER W BABSON, the Boston statistician who diagnoses 
K business conditions for the business men of the country and 
who is one of their pet advisers in matters of-legislation, has 
<ent out an appeal to 16,000 business men in the country urgmg 
them to get busy in favor of the sales tax plan in congress. 


"The plan for a tax revision that will take the shackles off 


business is losing ground at Washington," says Mr. Babson. "If 
you are in favor of a revision that will lessen costs, lower prices, 
and aid in reviving business, write, telephone, telegraph or go 
personally to your Congressman and Senator and let them know 
your attitude." 


The sales tax, which is a scheme to shift the war debt from 


the big interests to the consumers of the country, has been los- 
ing ground as Babson says. The latest word from Mr. Babson 
is an indication that a new drive may now be expected from the 
big business interests of the country to put the sales tax propo- 
sition across. 


We are glad to note that Wisconsin has two leaders at 


Washington who stand ready to stop this plan to place a new 
load on the backs of the people. 'Senator La Follette and Con- 
gressman Frear are fighting the plan with their usual vigor and 
resourcefulness. 


SOLDIERS GOING RADICAL 


A 


MERICAN young men who saw military service during the 


World War are now saying, "To hell with the Government," 


and turning to radical social views, according to United States 
Senator David I. Walsh of Massachusetts. 


Speaking in the Chamber of Commerce rooms in Washing- 


ton, D. C., to members of the Tank Corps Post, No. 19, American 
Legion, Senator Walsh discussed the neglect of the veterans by 
the Government, and said: 


"Upon the veterans has been placed the burden of proof 


that they deserve better treatment. When we needed him to fight 
we did not ask the veteran to prove that he did not want to fight 
or that he was ill; we promised him everything he wanted 'after 
the .war is over.' Now the war is over, and the public servants 
who should and must remedy this situation, if proper pressure is 
brought to bear, are too busy now with taxation, the^tariff, anti- 
dumping bills and the like, and in the meantime the former serv- 
ice man is saying, "To hell with the Government." 


"Recently I had a chance to talk with forty wounded men. 


I asked how many of them would volunteer again if this country 
were to go to war. 
Not a man said he would, but they all de- 


clared themselves unwilling to go. In other words, they said 
they were asked to fight once, but the treatment they received 
had killed all loyalty and devotion to their country. 


"This all tends toward one end. The men are beginning to 


ask themselves: 'Is our government right? Maybe the Rus- 
sians are right? What about Socialism?' In consequence we 
have these discontented men who provide a fertile field for the 
soapbox orator. 


"I have introduced bills in the Senate aimed to remedy all 


this. But I am not kidding myself into the belief that they will 
be adopted. It is easy enough to introduce a bill, but just you 
try to have one passed! One feature of my plan would force 
the Government to prove that a former service man did not in- 
herit his ailment from the service, instead of making him chase 
all over the country to procure affidavits. 


"These things must change and it is up to the American 


Legion and other veterans' organizations to make men in public 
office change them. These public servants would not dare go 
home without patting these bills through if the American Le- 
gion posts in their home town would get after them good and 
strong." 


STRENGTHENING THEIR HOLD 


E 


XACTLY as foretold in March by former Secretary of Labor 


Wilson, the big business forces are moving toward the 


breaking up of the Department of Labor. 


Moses Alexander, head of the National Industrial Confer- 


ence Board, which is the super-federation of employers' organ- 
izations in this country, is credited with the origin of the pro- 
posal that the Census Bureau, under the Department of Com- 
merce, shall take over the United States Bureau of Statistics, 
tvork upon the wholesale and retail prices of necessaries, and on 
the cost of living. 


These cost-of-living studies are the most dangerous weap- 


ons with which the labor unions meet the demands of the em- 
ployers for wage reductions. Commissioner Ethelbert Stewart 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics has made them a standard for 
the measurement of conditions not- only in this country but 
abroad. They are accepted everywhere as unbiased and up to 
date. 


Recently the Census Bureau has called upon the Labor Sta- 


tistics Bureau for a great deal of its information, sources of in- 
formation, etc., and has come armed with an order from the 
new Secretary of Labor. The next logical move will be a com- 
plaint that the Census Bureau can do the job better and more 
cheaply, and that Secretary Hoover wants it under his jurisdic- 
tion. Whereupon the National Industrial Conference Board has 
only to pull the strings in Congress, and the trick can be turned. 


Removal of this vital service from the Department of Labor 


will, under the circumstances, be a heavy blow to the confidence 
of organized labor and the organized scholarship of the nation 
in the fairness of the Harding administration in dealing with 
facts about the people's cost of living

of collapsing. All of our economic 
and social problems must in their 
last analysis answer this question:

tice, happiness, and permanence? 


"Seek first a kingdom of right so- 


cial relations, and then things will 
be so abundant that all legitimate 
wants will be more than supplied."

sonal property to land. If land in 
Iowa soars to an average selling

If $100 per acre on the average 


for land in Iowa is enough (and the

dozen of years, the land fronting 
the capitol square 
has • advanced 


from $1,000 to $2,000 per foot of 
frontage. 
Supposing the frontage 


of the square to be 4,000 linear feet, 
the speculative, unearned value, of 
increase in a period of 12 years is 
$4,000,000. When the selling price is 
12 years ago 'Was $4,000,000, the an. 
nual. interest charge on this amount 
was $240,000 at 6 per cent. The 
farmers upon whose shoulders most 
of these burdens rest could then pay. 
this interest charge with 
480,000 


bushels of oats or 50c per bushel, 
but today, it will require 960,000 
bushels at the same price to pay the 
interest, or ground rent on this in- 
flated, unearned increment. " 


Not only is interest paid by the 


farmers on monopoly -land values, 
but in nearly every case from one 
to six turn-over profits are added to 
the original 'ground rent',charged, 
which charge enters at once as a 
part of the selling price of mer- 
chandise, and is passed on and,on 
to the ultimate consumer. It is like 
a ball .of snow, gathering in size as 
it is rolled 
along. 
This . tribute 


gathering process goes on and on, 
over and over, until .the workers' 
incomes are largely depleted by tri- 
bute paid to the holders of priv-. 
ilege.. His (the worker's) • consum- 
ing ability is 
largely 
destroyed. 


The market for farm products is 
curtailed,—low prices,—over-produc- 
tion, and all the'familiar experiences 
of hard times are repeated over and 
over, again.
